GREAT NEED IN 
EUROPE/SAYS 
BLISS, JS FOOD 


Must Pool Food Supply and 


Make Equal Distribu- 


tion, He Says 


WASHINGTON — Europe's most 


urgent need today is the pooling of 
its food supply and the 
establish- 


ment of proper distribution facilities 
under a director 
general, in the 


opinion of Gen. Tasker H. 
Bliss, 


who reached Washington Wednes- 
day from Paris. Such an arrange- 
ment, Gen. Bliss said, would remove 
discontent, strengthen morale, and 
aid over their formative period the 
new governments which have been 
created. 


Germany should be 
included in 


the economic coalition, he said. With 
Germany 
excluded, he 
declared, 


there would be an 
element of dis- 


content which would inevitably re- 
act on the other countries. 


Gen. 
Bliss saw no possibility of 


including Russia in the plan, but he 
said if the so-called government of 
that country "would play fair with 
the rest of the world for thirty 
days and during that time the gen- 
eral distribution of necessities could 
be worked to include Russia," 
he 


believed that the situation in that 
ountry would be completely chang- 
ed. 


There is no reason 
for 
famine 


threatening any portion of Europe, 
General Bliss said, despite the de- 
struction and 
loss 
of production 


during the war. He estimated food 
production this year in Europe to 
be between 80 and S3 per cent" nor- 
mal. 
Interruption 
of 
distribution 


and hoarding of excess supplies ex- 
plains the present economic situa- 
tion in his opinion. 


The general likened the various 


nations to individual units of a. fam- 
ily which, separated-by a quarrel, 
are holding nil thu "jaint stock" of 
food nnd transportation utilities foi'- 
rr.erly owned in common,. The result, 
he said, is that one unit has "coal, 
another oil and another wheat in 
exceos but each is 'lacking in one or 
more essentials. 


The morale of the older govern- 


ments in Europe is good without ex- 
ception, Gen. Bliss said, 
but the 


more recently established 
ITC still far from stable .is a result 
of economic ills, described as utter- 
ly••unnecessary. Franco, Great Brit- 
ain and Italy should lend their whole 
support to the coalition idea, if on- 
ly for the good which will 'devolve 
to thense'.ves, he declared. 


Gen. Bliss suggested that "Such a 


man as Herbert Eoover" should be 
named director "general of supplies 
for Europo and that thtro should he 
appointed with this official another 
to be^'dirccti: general of transporta- 
tion/^ Into the common pool, under 
the-'plan, would be placed not only 
all stores of cereals and grains, but 
coal," petroleum, metals and railroad 
equipment. 


"There is food in plenty right up 


to the gates of Budapest and

er.naflar.d starvation within both cit- 
ies t"_Gen. Biiss said. 
The present 


government of Germany " weak as 
it ij** represents the only hope of 
thexn'orld for the early reconstruc- 
tion" of "that country, in the opinion 
of the peace commissioner. "If that 
government falls" he said, "there 
can arise only one of two extremes— 
cither an absolutely, reactionary gov- 
ernment cr what would amount to 
rule by soviet."

For a "week before a 
Eg Medicine dar.ce, hohf a dozen 
members of the tribe gather in wig- 
wams <x\ the dsmcing ground . and 
the continuous 
beating of their 


drucns to call the spirits can be 
heard for miles.

has been the Pipe of Manitou. It
